Douglas spoke chiefly of 
conditions in Kenya as she ob­ 
served them in an eight-week auto 
trip through eastern ami central 
Africa three years ago.

ready for U.N. admission. Dr. 
Douglas said that as a British 
territory it has fared better than 
some other colonies, particularly 
those under the rule of the Bel­ 
gians.

ya is not at the top of the list. 
she said. Citing examples she ob­

To Demonstrate 
Christmas Greens 


The Rev. John Gensel, grad­ 
uate of the Gettysburg Lutheran 
Theological Seminary in the class 
of 1943 and pastor of the Church 
of the Advent on the Upper West 
Side of New York City, is the 
subject of a special feature in 
the section on religion in the Oc­ 
tober 24 copy of Newsweek. 
Headed “Preacher At Birdland.” 
the story tells of the Rev. Mr. 
Gensel’s special ministry to mu­ 
sicians in many of New York’s 
Broadway bars where professional 
jazz musicians are at home. The 
article quotes the 43-year-old pas­ 
tor as sayying he finds many 
jazz musicians have problems to 
talk over in the early hours of 
the morning. 
Described as “possibly the na­ 
tion's only full-time minister to 
jazz musicians,” the Rev. Mr. 
Gensel traces his interest in jazz 
to his teen-age days in Berwick, 
Pa. 
The Newsweek piece con­ 
tinues: 
“Pastor Gensel came in 1956 to 
his Church of the Advent after 
a hitch as a Navy chaplain and 
ministries in Ohio and Puerto 
Rico. Advent then was a typcially 
rundown city church with a small

In late November and early De­ 
cember, 1958. he sent checks for 
30 tons of the fish food, but asked 
that 
the checks be not cashed 
until he received his money from 
the state. Karmatz said. He added 
that when he found he was not 
going to get the money from the 
state on the date he thought, he 
notified Zeigler Brothers and later 
borrowed money from the bank 
to cover the $3,945 cost. He made 
another payment of $3,945 under 
an agreement with LeRoy Zeig­ 
ler that the Gardners firm would 
not furnish any pellets unless Kar­ 
matz had made prior payment 
with a certified check or cash.

This is exclusive, however, of 
the $85 million Moa Bay Mining 
Co., which was not confiscated al­ 
though hit has been controlled by 
the government under interven­ 
tion for months. There was no ex­ 
planation for why Moa Bay was 
not seized outright.
